Milk company —will be curtailed from 
50 to GS percent, and perhaps more, 

Mr. Ward bases this estimate upon 
the information which he had received 


from his associates in the union 
throughout New England. If Mr. 
Ward's advices are correct, Boston's 


contractors will receive from 10,000 to 
15.000 cans of milk today, instead ot 
the usual 30,000 cans. 

The contractors are not saying much, 
but they are doing a lot of bustling, 
They admit that the supply from many 
et the usual sources will be curtailed, 
but they do not think this curtailment 
Will be suificient to affect the situation, 

Their ordinary supply of milk is al- 
ways largely in excess of the demand, 
and their surplus, instead of being 
turned into butter and cheese, as is or- 
dinarily the case, will be sold to the re- 
tail dealers. In addition to this sur- 
plus, they claim they will have an ad- 
ditional supply of wilk from new, 
sources which will be sufficient t 


bridge over the threatened difficulty. ' 


The controversy is over the summer 
prices offered by these companies. ‘The 
farmers are offered 535 cents per cau, 
minus the loss from surplus. ‘The 
members of the union ask for a flat 
price of 52 cents. They object to the 
surplus clause, which reserves to the 
contractors the right to change on 
the first day of any month of the sea- 


son the price offered for the season's 
milk, 
The contractors huve a great advan 


tage in a systemized business anda mu 
tual understanding as to what the price 
should be. The only independent con- 
tractor of any consequence is the Deer 
foot Farum: company. Just how far this 
concern will be a factor in the situation 
remains to be seeu. 

President Ward has issued a state- 
ment saying that the reports are fa- 
vorable, and warning all producers 
against the evil results that will fol- 
low if they continue to send milk to the 
Boston market after today. ‘To all 
who send today, not wishing to decide 
until they see how big the strike Is go- 
ing to be, he appeals to withdraw their 
wilk tomorrow without fail.

‘The investigation has scarce- 
ly begun, but thousands of sacks of 
flour, a quantity of bacon and wagon 
loads of other goods, all bearing goy- 
ernment marks, have been found in the 
possession of unauthorized persons.

[Extracts from Chapter 57, Sections 3 and 4 
Public Statutes.] 

Sect. 3.—“ Inall cities every person who con- 
veys milk in carriages or otherwise for the pur- 
pose of selling the same in such city shall annu- 
ally on the first y of May, or within thirty 
days thereatter beticensed by the Inspector of 
Milk of such city to sell milk within the limits 
thereof, and shall pay to such Inspector fifty 
cents cach to the use of the city.” 

Sect. 4.—‘* Every person before selling milk 
or offering it for sale tn a store, booth, stand, or 
market place in a city or in a town in which an 
inspector or inspectors of milk are appointed, 
shall register in the books ef such inspector or 
inspectors, and shall pay to him or them fifty 
cents to the use of such city or town; and who- 
ever neglects so to register shall be punished 
for each offence by fine not exceeding twenty 
dollars.

HER BEST DAYS COMING 


New South Declared to Be 
Just at Its Birth 


DIFFICULT “RACE PROBLEM” 


Engendered by the Civil War Will 
Ultimately Reach a Natural Solution 
— Career of Richmond as Central 
Business Point of World Beginning 


New York, April 1.—A paper by Col- 
cnel John S. Mosby, the famous Con 
federate raider, on “The Dawn of the 
Real South,” will appear in the forth- 
coming issue of Leslie’s weekly. Col- 
onel Mosby says: 

The real south is just at its birth. 
The growth of this child of the nation 
may be gradual, but in the end the 
south will be far richer and more pow- 
erful than the north. In the days to 
come the south will become the dom- 
inant section of the country. 

Without the war of secession the 
south could never have hoped to attain 
the future that isnow certain. Slavery 
was a great incubus, paralyzing natural 
energy. By abolishing this wrong our 
war benefited every state south of the 
Mason and Dixon line. ‘The negroes 
are preducing more as freemen than 
they ever did as slaves, and the great 
mass of the people are vastly better off 
today than they were under the old 
unte-bellum system. 

Socially, as well as industrially, the 
abolition of slavery was highly bene- 
ficial in its results to the masses, for 
slavery was a great wrong and no com- 
munity cau exist in the highest state of 
happiness when its system is based on 
a wrong. 

There are the soundest reasons for as- 
serting that the negro’s status is bound 
to improve. While they are not as 
near to equality with white people as 
they were under the system of slavery, 
they are certain to be absorbed by im- 
migration and in this engulfment they 
will disappear. ‘This is the natural and 
Wisest solution of whit we now call the 
“race problem.” 

Richmond is the city most likely to 
become in time the luuking centre and 
commercial headquarters of this coun- 
try, aud therefore of the world. The 
days of that famous old city as a po- 
litical capital are past, but its career as 
the central point of manufacture for the 
whole south and from there for the 
world at large, is just beginning. 

While great forces have been work- 
ing for the change industrially and so- 
cially, the political change is hardly 
It is well nigh folly today 
to speak of the “solid south.” That, by 
the way, was a phrase of my own in- 
vention. When Hayes became the Re- 
publican candidate for president, I 
urged, in a letter (August, 1S76) that 
it was better for some southern men to 
support him, because, if he was elected, 
his administration must necessarily rest 
on whatever supported it. It was bet- 
ter for the southern people to divide 
between the parties, so that, no matter 
which side won, there would be men 
friendly to southern people who would 
control its southern policy. This con- 
tention is fully realized today, and the 
“solid south” belongs wholly to the 
political past.

BRAVE OFFICER’S FATE 


Lieutenant Commander Roper Killed 


While Aiding His Fellow Men 

Washington, April 1.—The navy de 
partment has received a cablegram 
from Admiral Remey, commander-in- 
chief of the Asiatic station, reporting 
a fire yesterday in the sail room of the 
gunboat Petrel, and of the death by suf- 
focation of the commanding officer, 
Lieutenant Commander Jesse M. Roper, 
as a result of an heroic effort to rescue 
the men below. The dispatch also 
shows that 22 other officers and mev 
were prostrated, but all are recovering. 
The damage to the gunboat was slight. 

The department at once sent a tele- 
gram to H. F. Fay, the brother-in-law 
of Lieutenant Commander Roper at 
Longwood, Mass., asking that he inform 
Mrs. Roper of the news. 

The deceased officer was born in Mis- 
souri and entered the naval service June 
25, 1868. He was commissioned to 


the rank held by him at the time of his 


death on March 3, 1899, and ordered to 
command the Petrel Noy. 15, 1899. The 
Petrel was oue of the vessels under Ad- 
miral Dewey at the battle of Manila 
bay, when she was in charge of Lieu- 
tenant Commander Wood. The latter 
officer came home shortly after, and 
Lieutenant Commander Roper succeed 
ed him. ¢

General Lee Says It Rests With People 
of the Island Themselves 

Omaha, April 1.—General Fitzhugh 
Lee, for the first time since his retire- 
ment from the army, has given expres- 
sion to his views with regard to the 
future of Cuba. ‘The oceasion was a 
banquet given in Lis honor at the 
Omaha club. After referring to his 
service as consul general and in the 
army in that island, he said: 

“Porto Bico is ours by conquest, 
while Cuba has its status fixed by the 
Teller resolution in the act declaring 
war against Spain. Under that resolu- 
tion the United States disclaims any in- 
tention of exercising sovereignty, juris- 
diction or control of the island of Cuba, 
except for the pacification thereof, and 
when that is aceomplished, the gov- 
ernment of the island should be turned 
over to its own people. ‘That solemn 
declaration is binding on our govern- 
ment, and, in my opinion, will be and 
should be rigidly adhered to. 

“The expenditure of treasure and 
blood, the dead American soldiers and 
sailors, the geographical location of the 
island, the large interests held by the 
Americans, Spanish, English, German, 
French, and, indeed, thé Cubans them- 
selves, demand that the island should 
not only be pacified, but permanently 
pacitied. The pledge of the United 
States does not demand that American 
control of supervision be absolutely 
withdrawn. 

“The war was waged to make Spain 
Withdraw its land and naval _ forces 
from Cuba and relinquish its authority 
in the island. That having been ac- 
complished, the United States is now 
concerned in upholding its solemn 
pledge of pacification in the interests 
of all. 

“Cuba’s future will be determined 
by Cuba's statesmanship. Should the 
collective Cuban wisdom be sufficient 
to keep the craft afloat on the waters 
of prosperity and establish a stable gov- 
ernment, strong enough to protect life 
and property, and give confidence to 
eapital, there will be no disposition on 
the part of the United States to inter- 
fere, but if the government problem 
cannot be solved after a fair trial by 
the Cubans the future destiny of the 
‘smile of the sea’ will be forever cor 
fined to the care of the great American 
republic.” 


Marseilles Strike Not Ended 

Marseilles, April 1.—At a strike meet- 
Ing held last evening it was decided to 
continue the strike until the masters 
concede an eight-hour day. Four hun- 
dred dock foremen, who had uot hither- 
to joined the strike, decided to refuse 
to continue to work with the improvised 
dock hands until the demands of the 
strikers were conceded. This will par- 
alyze dock work, as inexperienced la- 
borers cannot work without foremen. 
The strikers’ union has promised to sup- 
port the foremen against any conse- 
quences of their action when work is 
resumed, 


Theft of Five Thousand Dollars § 
Columbia, S. C., April 1.—-Last 'Thurs- 
day the Bank of Columbia of this city 
forwarded to the Bank of Commerce 
of New York $5000 in paper money. 
When the packuge arrived at its desti- 
nation Saturday it was discovered that 
the money had been removed and 
brown paper substituted for the money. 
It is believed here that the package ar- 
rived in New York city all right, and 
that the substitution was made there. 
The package bore no evidence of hay- 
ing been tampered with. 


Funeral Quietly Conducted 

Dublin, April 1—The funeral of 
James Stephens, leader of the Fenian 
movement of 1866, who died here last 
Friday, took place yesterday, the re- 
mains being interred in Glasnevin cem- 
etery, in the presence of a great as- 
semblage of people, including delegates 
form the various nationalist organiza- 
tions.

New York, April 1.—The body of 
Francis M. Zabriskie was found in his 
bachelor apartments yesterday after- 
noon. ‘There were two bullet wounds 
in the body, and the police put it down 
as a case of suicide. Zabriskie was 
27 years old, was known to be always 
well supplied with money, and is said 
to have very rich relatives. 


His 129th Birthday 

New York, April 1.—For the last 36 
years Noah Raby has celebrated his 
birthdays in the poorhouse near New 
Brunswick, N. J. , Today he reached 
the age of 129. ‘The old man, while 
having no noticeable symptoms of dis- 
ease, is so weak that it is believed he 
has not many days to live. He sleeps 
almost continually.

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The Producers Appear to Be 
Gainers In the Milk Fight 


RECEIVERS ARE HUSTLING 


To Obtain an Adequate Supply Outside 
of Regular Sources, Which Are Now 
Withholding About Elghteen Thou- 
sand Cans—No Shortage at the Hub 


foston, April 3.—Each side in the 
pending milk war between the con- 
tractors and the producers claims that 
its status has been strengthened by 
yesterday's developments, and conse- 
quently both sides are confident of ul- 
timate success. ‘The producers af- 
firmed that they had received import- 
ant additions to their ranks during the 
day, while on the other hand, the con- 
tractors contended that the claims of 
the union officials were extravagant, 
and that no difficulty was experienced 
in getting a normal supply of milk into 
the city. 

As the milk trains came in from 
Maine, New Hampshire, Connecticut, 
Rhode Island and the different parts of 
Massachusetts they were watched with 
considerable interest. When they 
started neither the contractors nor the 
producers knew how much milk they 
would pick up along their routes, for 
developments Monday were pretty cer- 
tain to change the minds of a great 
many farmers who have in the past 
sent their milk to Boston. 

Indifferent and timid farmers are 
joining the ranks of the more aggres- 
sive, apd President Ward is sanguine 
in his prediction of ultimate success 
for the producers. ‘This was evident at 
many of the milk stations along the 
railroads. At some of them the farm- 
ers had assembled to the trains 
pass by, leaving nothing up empty cans 
for the contractors to pick up, and it is 
reported that many of them poured 
their milk into the roads as an indica- 
tion of their disposition, Others were 
within the reach of creameries or cheese 
factories, and could) turn their pro- 
ducts to better use. Officers of the 
Milk Producers’ union came into Boston 
on some of these trains, and they ad- 
dressed the farmers wherever they 
found on opportunity, urging them to 
stand by the union. 

The whole amount of milk brought 
here does not appear to be any smaller 
than usual, and the producers say they 
did not expect it would be, But a 
great deal of it comes from new sources. 
President Ward figures the strength of 
his position on the attitude of the farm- 
ers who in months vr years past have 
turned their milk over to some one of 
the tive Boston contractors, and us near 
as he could figure they held back 
about 2000 cans more yesterday than 
Monday, which means a reduction of 
about 18,000 cans in the supply from 
the regular sources, , 

The contractors were all disposed to 
considerably discount the claims of the 
strikers as to the total amount of the 
milk withheld.

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Allegiance to Revolutionary 
Government Renounced 


IS NOMINALLY A PRISONER 


While Authorities at Washington Are 
Considering Final Disposition of the 
Matter—MacArthur May Avail Him- 
self of Good Offices of Ex-Chieftain 


Washington, April 3.—Aguinaldo has 
accepted the inevitable and taken the 
oath of allegiance to the United States. 
That this action will hasten the end of 
armed resistance to the authority of the 
United States can searcely be doubted. 
General MacArthur's dispatch convyey- 
ing the information contained much 
more than was given tothe public. The 
portion withheld related to the future 
disposition of Aguinlado and made sug- 
gestions as to what the late chief of the 
insurrection might accomplish. 

No official statement could be ob- 
tained as to what finally would be done 
with the prisoner. It was emphatical- 
ly stated, however, that he would be 
held for the present, but would be 
granted all possible immunity consist- 
ent with existing conditions. General 
MacArthur has hoped that a great deal 
might be accomplished through Ag- 
uinaldo. During the time he has been 
prisoner he has made quite a favorable 
impression upon General MacArthur. 

It has been suggested that under the 
terms of the notice of amnesty the pris- 
oner should be set at liberty at once, 
but there is a provision i@the amnesty 
proclamation which says that those 
who have violated the laws of war are 
excepted from its terms. Whether or 
not General MacArthur has satisfied 
himself that Aguiualdo has not vio- 
lated the laws of war cannot be stuted, 
as the prisoner would be permitted to 
tuke the oath of allegiance pending an 
investigation of his past conduct. 

Aguipaldo, having been the head of 
the insurrection, undoubtedly can be 
held until further investigation is niade, 
or until the circumstances which sur- 
round the situation in the Philippines 
makes it advisable to release him out- 
right, or otherwise dispose of him. 
These conditions, and the general sit- 
uation and Aguinaldo’s” relation to 
them, were the subject of Geueral Mac- 
Arthur's dispatch, and are being con- 
sidered by the authorities here who 
will have the final disposition of the 
matter, 

The news of Aguinaldo’s action was 
received with evident satisfaction by 
the war department, and the opinion 
Was expressed that good results would 
follow among those who have been still 
holding out against the United States. 

The taking of the oath in itself is re- 
garded as giving Aguinaldo a status of 
loyalty to the United States quite dif- 
ferent from those still in arms, but 
the army regulations make no distinct 
provision that the taking of the oath 
shall give complete liberty toa person. 

The war department authorities say 
that offenses against the articles of 
war excepted in the proclamation of 
amnesty refer to murders and like dep- 
redations. Only recently five Filipino 
officers were executed for such of- 
fenses. It is not known here whether 
Aguinaldo was responsible in any case 
for such offenses, though from the fact 
that General MacArthur allowed him to 
take the oath of allegiance it is assumed 
that the commanding general does not 
hold Aguinaldo to be chargeable with 
a violation of the urticles of war. It 
is believed General MacArthur will 
keep the ex-leader under his eye, and 
avail himself of the good offices of Ag- 
uinaldo in loyalizing the remnant of the 
insurgent forces, 


Lopez Will Reserve Judgment 

Boston, April 3.—Sixto Lopez, ina 
Statement given out last night says: 
“The fact of Aguinaldo’s having taken 
the oath—if it is a fact—is not of itself 
significant, until it is known under what 
conditions or pressure he was placed 
to take it. It is Improper to pass judg- 
ment upon his action until we know 
what he himself has to say aboutit. I 
therefore hope that he will be allowed 
to make a statement, free from offi- 
cial interference or censorship. Until 
he does this, I, for one, will reserve judg- 
ment as to the merits or demerits of his 
act.” 


Not Fighting For Filipinos 

Boston, April 3.—Erving Winslow 
secretary of the Antl-Imperialist league 
when informed that Aguinaldo had 
taken the oath of allegiance, said he 
did not see how that affected the work 
of his organization. “It does not con- 
cern us what attitude the Filipinos may 
take, as much as {it does what the 
United States may do. Our battle has 
not been fought for the Filipinos, but 
for the constitutional liberty of Amer- 
ica.” 


Defendants Failed to Show Up 

Frankfort, Ky., April 3.—In the erini- 
inal court yesterday the indictments 
against ex-Governor Taylor, ex-Secre- 
tary of State Finley, Berry Howard 
and John T. Powers, for alleged com- 
plicity in the Goebel case, were called, 
but continued, none of the defendants 
being in custody. 


Result of Battle Not Known 

Newcastle, Natal, April 3.—The Boers 
derailed and wrecked a train near 
Mount Prospect.

Trees For the Million 

Washington, April 5.—A new plan, 
having for its object the distribution of 
young trees throughout the country, 
will be put into practical operation by 
Secretary Wilson of the agricultural 
department next year. ‘he distribu- 
tion will be made in a manner some- 
what similar to that employed in the 
seed distribution authorized by con- 
gress.

on contempt. 

Attorney Moore, for the defense, 
asked that when the

should be corroborated. He being a 
self-confessed accomplice, lis testimony 
alone is not enough upon which to hold 
Patrick.”

The other incident brought out, in the 
clearest lizht, the indumitable nerve of 
Lawyer Patrick. In the face of the 
reiterated story of Jones, that Patrick 
had instigated the murder and the for- 
geries, the latter took his place in the 
court proceedings with as much non- 
chalance as he would u he had been 
suddenly called on to act as an inter- 
preter in a police court “clothes line” 
case. At one point it became necessary 
that a statement wade by Jones be 
read. The paper was given into the 
lands of one of the counsel for the de- 
fense for that purpose. ‘his was the 
statement in which the valet claimed 
that Patrick killed Rice, and which he 
has since denied. The reader hesitated 
and stumbled over the wriften words

“This witness is a weak, wicked and 
upfortunate man. He is a self-con- 
fessed murderer and deserves contempt 
but I won't alluw you to insult him.” 
The whole cross-examination of 
Mr. Moore, Patrick's counsel, was con- 
fined to showing up Jones as a man 
who could not be believed.

LETTER FROM CHINA, 


A Soldier from Roxbury Writes to a 
Quincy Man. 


Mr. George H. Wilson has just re- 
ceived the following interesting letter 
from a Roxbury boy, who is in Uncle 
Sam’‘s army in China, who has been re- 
membered with newspapers: 

Tung Chou, China, 
Feb, +20, 1901. 

Kind Friend: This letter may be a 
surprise to you as it comes“from China, 
and the writer you have never seen, {[ 
wanted you to know how grateful I am 
for those papers you have been so kind 
to send for the last yeur and a half. | 
will try and give my best account of 
my two years in the service. 

First, I was inthe Philippines for 
fourteen months, throngh all the skir- 


mishes ‘and battles, but two, which 
took place there. 
I have been in all the battles from 


Tien Sien to Pekin. No doubt bat 
you have read of these in the papers 
time and time again, so I will not tire 
you with an account, 

Co. I is the only American troop 
stationed at this place. We are guard- 
ing the U. S. quartermaster’s depot. 
The rest of the regiment is at Camp 
tielly at Pekin, fifteen miles from here. 
and two Companies are at Tien Sien at 
Liscum barracks. 
athe camp at Pekin was named after 
the late Capt. Rielly, who was killed 
at the taking of that city, and Liscum 
barracks after our late Colonel who 
was shot at the assault of Tien Sien. 

We have the best quarters, which are 
Chinese houses, while the men at Pekin 
live in tents. These houses 
are very warm, ‘The government has 
furnished “us with little Globe stoves, 
which replaced the Chinese fire-places. 
The fuel that they use in these fire 
places is mostly corn-stalks. The win- 
dows do not have any glass in them 
oil paper is used instead. 

Every house that I have seen so far 
in China has a wall around it, in fact 
everything from a chicken coop up, has 
to have a wall around it. You cannot 
blame them for it is easy to manufac- 
ture brick. All you have to do is to go 
out in the street and mix up some mud 
and let the sun dry it, in a day or two 
you will have a good solid brick. 

All the powers have there «uarter- 
masters depot at this place. The Pieho 
river and the Imperial canal form a 
junction here. It is impassible for the 
Chinese junk which were employed by 
the various powers on the canal to 
Pekin. It is not wide enough for so 
much shipping. It was > common sight 
to see fifty toa hundred of the junks 
going both ways. 

Each junk has ten Chinese coolies 
whose duty it was to push and pull 
these junks along when the wind did 
not blow. They hitch themselves up 
like they do a mule on the canal in the 
States. The U. S. government gives 
each Coolie a tag. If they lose this 
they will not receive their ten cents per 
day. The one that gets the tag with 
No. 1 is considered the boss. All he 
does is to siton the boat and smoke 
his long stemmed pipe, the bowl of 
which will only hold a balf a thimble- 
full of tobacco. He lights up every five 
minutes with matches, if he can get 
them; if not he will use his steel and 
flint. 

Steal! These peeple will resort to all 
kind of tricks‘to get things away. The 
penalty is, if caught, to get their cue 
cut off. 

These people are not strong in their 
arms. But they can walk off with an 
immense load, if put on their backs. 
I have seen them walk off with 400 
pound ox on their back with ease. 

Their food consists of vegetables and 
dog meat of which they are great 
lovers. When our men go out in the 
country they shoot dogs just to see the 
Chinks (as the soldiers call them) fight 
for their dead bodies. For they all like 
dog meat, which i3 a great delicacy. 

The women are hard to distinguish 
from the men, as their clothes are 
almost the same. They wear bo 
dresses, but a kind of a bloomer and 
waist. Their small feet and the way 
they walk, or hobble, gives them away. 
Otherwise it is impossible to tell them 
apart. 

This country is covered with vege- 
There 
are very few trees. At this time of the 
year everything looks like a desert. 

The weather is very cold. But is so 
dry that you do not mind it as much 
as you would in the States at the same 
temperature. 

At Xmas all the Germans received a 
big cake for a present. We did not 
have any presents but had a big dinner.

Riding up 
to the door of the Daughson house, she 
invited her rival to come out and fight 
a duel.

CONTRACTORS RECEDE| 


Regarding Right to Change 
the Price of Milk 


UNION WINS FIRST ROUND) sis se! 


But Deadiock Over Straight Price and Now Ig 


Surplus Remains Unbroken — Pro- 
ducers Urged to Hold Back Their 
Milk Until Controversy Is Settled 


Boston, April 5.—The net result of yes- 
terday’s conference between the repre- 
sentatives of the New England Pro: 
ducers’ union and the contractors, may 
be set down as a victory for the pro- 
ducers, inasmuch as the contractors, 
through their spokesman, George O. 
Whiting, agreed to fake from the card 
the present clause reserving to the con- 
tractors the right te change the price 
of milk at axy time, und to insert the 
clause which the producers favor, pro- 
viding that the price shall be changed 
only by agreemeat of the two parties. 
This removes one of the chief objections 
to the present agreement, and is a re- 
versal of the position previously taken 
by Mr. Whitiny. 

The deadlock over the questions of 
a straight price and surplus, however, 
could not be oreken. The contractors 
were firm in their declarations that the 
system could not be changed at the 
present time, while the union’s repre. 
sentatives suggested various plans ina 
vain effort to tind some one that could 
be agreed upon, Mr. Whiting said the 
contractors were willing to consider a 
straight price plan, to go into effect 
next fall, but at the present time, ip 
justice to the contractors and to the 
farmers who are living up to the present 
system, the contractors would not con 
sent to a change. 

Mr. Scammon, on behaif of the pro 
ducers, suggested that the latter would 
take the present surplus aad subtract 
1.9 cents, or the average surplus. and 
accept 31.1 cents, last vers net price, 
as a straight price. They would go 
farther and tet the contractors limit 
each man to his list year’s production, 
This suggestion was met by the argu- 
ments already stated, and was not ac: 
cepted. 

After having devoted several hours 
to the discussion of the surplus and 
straight price without any pros 
pect of an agreement, the meeting ad- 
journed until today.

HAD LOST CONSCIOUSNESS

After a Severe Hemorrhage, but Ral- 
lied and Is Said to Be Improving — 
Governor and Council to Take Action 


cn Question of Reprieve 


Boston, April 8—Whether Luigi! 
Storti, murderer, will die in the electric 
chair at the Charlestown state prison, 
or die from consumption, was the ques- 
tion which perhaps half of Boston) 
pondered’ over yesterday, while the 
other half went to church to hear the 
story of the first Easter. 

No murder case in New England evet 
presented so complex a situation at 
the time when the mandate of the court 
is about to be fultilled. Saturday night 
it was thought that Storti would not 
see another day, yet last night he had 
rallied from a state of unconsciousness 
due to extreme exhaustion from hem- 
orrhages of the lungs, and was reported 
to be quite comfortable. 

Storti is ill with consumption, and his 
first severe hemorrhage was on Iriday 
Ou Saturday he was better, and ate a 
good dinner, Late that night his sec- 
ond bad hemorrhage necessitated the | 
attendance of three physicians, j 


and; 
Father Ubaldus was sent for and ad 

ministered extreme unction, as the end 
appeared very near. Storti recoznized 
the priest, and then began the wateh | 
for the end. Several times the little | 


group about the bedside in that for- 
bidding stone cell thought that the 
end had come. His breath came in 


short gasps, and the throat rattled as 
though the breaths were his last. The 
priest coutinued his jfrayers in low, sol 
eton tones; one of the physicians felt 
for Storti’s pulse; it rose to 200. They 
waited and to the prison guard that 
came for news the death watch whis- 
pered: “He will go very soon now.” 

Then suddenly he rallied. he phy- 
sicians pressed about him expectantly; 
Storti’s breathing gradually, slowly be- 
caine less labored, his pulse fell by de- 
grees until it was down to 160, Then 
the message was sent to those waiting 
in the prison oftice that Storti seemed 
to recognize those about him, 

Two of the physicians left, and the 
fizht for life on Storti’s part continued 
all day. In the afternoon Warden 
Bridges said that the 
coinfortable condition. 

At 3 o'clock this morning the offictal 
report was that the prisoner remained 
about the same, although he had one 
sinking spell which was of short dura- 
tion. 

The Globe gays that Governor Crane 
has notified Warden Bridges to delay 
the execution, which had originally 
been set for today, until such time as 
the matter of a reprieve can be passed 
vpon by the governor and council, It 


is now the opinion of physicians and the} 


prison officers that Storti wil not be ex- 
ecuted. 

General Bridges was notified by tele- 
phone from Dalton by the governor 
that he had determined to delay the ex- 
ecution, Dr, De Aimazaga, who was at 
the prison, carried the news imimediate- 
ly to Storti’s cell, where he was lying 
weak and wrecked, both physically and 
mentally. 

“Keep up your courage; you will not 
have to die in the electric chair to- 
morrow or the next day. ‘The gover- 
nor has said that you need not die yet,” 
was the message the doctor conveyed 
to the condemned man. _ Storti under- 
stood and smiled as if his hope had been 
realized, at least for a time. He mur- 
mured a soft blessing for the governor. 


Enjoys President’s Confidence 

Washington, April 8.—Charles H. Al- 
len, governor of Porto Rico, who ar- 
rived in Washingtou Saturday, had an 
hour's conference with President Me- 
Kinley. Governor Allen afterward 
announced that he would not resign, 
and would return to his duties about 
the first week in May. It is pretty well 
understood that Governor Allen asked 
the president to relieve him of his du- 
ties in Porto Rico, but the president pre- 
vailed upon him to continue at the head 
of the administration of the affairs of 
the island.

GENERAL TUNG FUH SIANG, 


Unoflicial Chinamen of intelligence 
regard the rising as most unfortunate, 
at the present time, to the interests of 
China, and as possibly meaning the use 
of foreign troops to protect even the 
court itself. The ministers of the pow- 
ers do not think that, provided foreign 
interests do not suffer, any present in- 
terference is likely. If the dynasty 
should be overthrown it would, to a cer- 
tain extent, delay the peace nes otia- 
tions, but they consider that a regime 
not bound by traditions like those of 
the present court would probably be 
much easier to deal with eventually. 

General Tung Fu Sian’ has been 
looked upon as the most formidable of 
the Chinese generals. He is an ex 
Mohammedan of central Asia. In 1890 
he commanded the Chinese troops at 
Aksu, in Kushgary, and in 1893 he was 
entrusted with the task of crushing the 
Tung-Yan rebellion in the province of 
IKKiang-Tsu. 

Ile supported the Boxer movement, 
and, when coinmanding the Chinese 
troops near Pekin, boasted that no for- 
eigner should enter the Chinese cap 
ital. It is understood that he directed 
the bombardment of the forelgn quar- 
ters at Tientsin, and he was reported 
to have been upon the point of using his 
guns on the legations after he had re- 
treated before the international forces. 
He was, later, fmpeached by the vice- 
roys, and was said to have fled to the 
province of Shan-Si. 

Ilis death has several times been re- 
ported erroneously, and his execution 
was demanded, but it was represented 
by the Chinese that his following was 
so large that it would be dangerous to 
press matters in this connection. 
Eventually he practically defied the 
court, but was sentenced to be deprived 
of his rank and degraded. Reports of 
his rebellious intentions have been cur- 
rent for some time past. 


Porto Rican Police to Carry Carbines 

Washington, April 9.—Governor Allen 
of Porto Rico had along conference 
with Secretary Root yesterday. ‘The 
governor made arrangements for ex- 
changing the arms of the fusular police 
of Porto Rico. This numbers 600 men 
and proved very serviceable in ridding 
the outlying districts of bandits. They 
are armed with old-fashioned Spring 
fields, but by the arrangement made 
yesterday these will be exchanged for 
the latest pattern of breech-loading car- 
bines.

ON VALUATION. 


With Credits and Debits for Special 
Reasons. 


Charles Francis "Adams, Thomas M. 
Stetson and John C. Hammond, com- 
missioners of apportionment in adjust- 
ing the payments, by towns and cities 
interested, of the cost of the park sys- 
tem, filed an answer on Saturday, says 


the Herald, supplementary to their 
award, in pursuance of an order of 
court, dated March 12, 1961. They 


review therein the process by which 
they arrived at their conclusions anid 
some of the reasons actuating them. 

At the hearing before us, say the 
commissioners, it was claimed by 
certain municipalities that we should 
assess by population—by the town of 
Brookline, that we should deviate from 
the ordinary mode of valuation assess- 
ment and make the apportionments on 
a basis of population and valuation 
combined. Such a deviation is im- 
portant. It would increase the assess- 
ment of Weymouth one-half and lessen 
that of Brookline by 40 per cent. 

Another series of municipalities 
claimed that valuation should be the 
basis of aapportionment. The method 
by population either alone or in com 
bination threatened injustice to the 
poor and populous towns and cities, 
and unduly burdened the individual 
taxpayer in such places for no good 
reason sliown to us by the evidence or 
argument. 

The method of apportionment by 
valuation had also danger of injustice. 
A valuation already hypothecated to 
heavy and continuous public duty is 
not worth its full face value for the 
purposes of this cause. Another valua- 
tion, which easily and at a low rate 
bears its existing public duties, is 
more powerful, 

We disapproved = assessment by 
population. We deviated somewhat 
from an assessment by valuation. We 
started, however, with that method; 
the same was affected by credits and 
debits as later set forth.

and, the demand exceeding the supply, 
they are for the time helpless and in 
need of the best aid.

Dogs Must Be Licensed 


ON OR BEFORE APRIL 30 


Or the Owners or Keepers thereof 


LIASLE TO A FINE! 


Extracts from the Laws of this Common- 
wealth: 

Every owner or keeper of a deg of three 
months old or over shall annually on or before 
the THIRTIETH DAY OF APRIL, cause to 
be Registered, Numbered, Described and Li- 
censed for one year from the first day of the 
ensuing May, 1n the office of the clerk of the 
city ortown wherein said dog is kept and shall 
cause it to wear around its neck acollar dis- 
tinctly marked with its owner's name and its 
registered number. 

An owner of adog may at any time have it 
licensed until the first day of the ensuing May; 
and a person becoming the owner or keeper of 
a dog after the first day of May, not duly li- 
censed shall cause it to be registered,numbered, 
described ang licensed as provided in the pre- 
ceding section. 

The fee for every license shall be two dollars 
fora MALE and five dollars fora FEMALE 
dog. 

Whoever keeps a dog contrary to the provi- 
sions of this chapter shall forfeit Firreen 
Dou.ars, five dollars of which shall be paid to 
the complainant and ten dollars to the treasurer 
of che county in which the dog is kept. 

Every owner or keeper of dogs kept for 
breeding purposes may receive annually a 
special license authorizing him to keep such 
dogs upon the premises described in such Ji- 
cense. When the number of dogs so kept does 
not exceed five, the fee for such license shall 
be twenty-five dollars; when the number of 
dogs so kept exceeds five, the fee shall be fifty 
dollars, and no fee shall be required for the 
dogs of such owners or keeper, under the age of 
six months. 

Any owner or keeper of adog not duly lic- 
ensed, which becomes three months old after 
the thirtieth day in April in any year, shall, 
whenever it is three months old, cause it to be 
registered, numbered, described and licensed 
until the first day of the ensuing May, as pro- 
vided in Sec. 80 of Chap. 102 of the Public Stat- 
utes, and shall cause it to wear around its neck 
a collar distinctly marked with its owner's name 
and its registered number.

{Extracts from Chapter 5Y, Sections 3 and 4 
Public Statutes.] 


Secr. 3.—“ Inall cities every person who con- 
veys milk in carriages or otherwise for the pur- 
pose of selling the same in such city shall annu- 
ally on the first day of May, or within thirty 
days thereatter be licensed by the Inspector of 
Muk of such city to sell milk within the limits 
thereof, and shall pay to such Inspector fifty 
cents each to the use of the city.” ‘ 

Sect, 4.— Every person before selling milk 
or offering it for sale in a store, booth, stand, or 
market place in a city or in a town in which an 
inspector or inspectors of milk are appointed, 
shall register in the books of such inspector or 
inspectors, and shall pay to him or them fifty 
cents to the use of such city or town; and who- 
ever neglects so to register shall be punished 
for each offence by fine not exceeding twenty 
dollars.

“Boston, April 11.—Milk contractors 
and the directors of the New England 
Milk Producers’ union met in copfer- 
ence yesterday aftefuoon, and agreed to 
u settlement of the existing milk war 
on the basis of 31 cents a can, Straight 
price, the contractors taking the risk 
of surplus on a basis of 2 cents a can. 
This settles the tight which has been 
carried on fer the pust 10 days. The 
kettlement was reached by inutufil eon- 
The conceded 
that the stipulation on their contract 
eards, under which they claimed the 
right to change prices at any time dur- 
ing the seuson was not equitable, and 
agreed that no such change should be 
made without an approving vote of the 
contractors’ and union's directors. The 
eontractors also conceded the demand 
for a straight price in preference to a 
higher price with a surplus charge back. 
The price agreed upon is a little low- 
er than the net price, on last 
year’s figures -l cent per can— 
but the desire of the producers was so 
strong fora straight price for milk that 
they agreed to this preposition. <A bet- 
ter figure seemed to be out of the ques- 
tion, and in that direc- 
tion would have caused a breaking off

fall heaviest upon the producers near 
Boston, and lightest upou those ship- 
ping from remote points, 

A small minority of the directors were 
inclined to hold out sep the 3144-cent 
price, and one favored a 32-cent straight 
price. The great aly however, 
believed the '1-cent offer, under the con- 
ditions which accompanied it. a fair 
one, and voted for it 

Doubtless some of the radicals will be- 
lieve that this was an unwise settle- 
ment, but the great body of producers 
will probably commend it. The con- 
tractors have demonstrated their ability 
to supply the Boston market, even if 
the union members withhold their milk. 
It cannot be done to such advantage as 
is possible if the New England milk 
finds its natural market here, but its 
possibilities have been shown. 

On the other hand the union has 
shown its power to shut off over two- 
thirds of Boston's normal supply. In 
the late contest both sides worked ata 
loss, and the natural thing to do under 
the circumstances was to settle upon a 
fair basis, if possible. 

The contractors say it will take three 
days to secure the return of cans which 
are being sent to other districts for milk, 
but that as soon as these cans are re- 
turned they will be shipped to their 
usual producers. The regular ship- 
ments will therefore begin about Satur- 
day morning. If any producers are 
so fortunate as to have cans of the con- 
tractors they are at liberty to begin 
shipping milk at once. 

So far as the contractors are con- 
cerned they sustain the surplus loss at 
the cost of 2 cents, and maintain prac- 
tically the net price of last year, which 
was the highest for many seasons, In 
other words, they still pay at the rate 
of 33 cents a can for milk, by assuming 
the respousibility for any loss caused 
by over production.

London, April 11.—The report that 
General Botha has renewed the negotia 
tions with lord Kitchener is not yet 
officially coutirmed, but it is generally 
credited and received with satisfaction 
except by tke ultra-jingocs, who fea 
that the government will renew the 
terms recently rejected. 

Negarding General De Wet’s mental 
condition reports have been very con 
flicting for some time. His recent in 
activity points to there being some truth 
in the rumors, which allege that long 
continued hardships, under the harrass 
ing British pursuit, have unhinged’ his 
mind. 

On the other hand a correspondent of 
The Times quite recently acknowledged 
the “wonderful foresight and fertility 
of resource” which characterized Gen- 
eral De Wet 's retreat frora C ape Colony. 


Trausport Rawlins U under Water 

New York, April 11—The United 
States army trausport Rawlins, which 
was to have sailed at 2 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon for Cuban ports, is ly- 
ing with her saloon deck awash in 30 
feet of water to the south of the army 
pier, Brooklyn. lire was discovered 
aft of the Kawlins’ main engine room, 
and so many thousands of gallons of 
water had been pumped Into the trans- 
port’s hold that she keeled over and 
settled until her keel touched bottom.

‘The 
situation upon the river is without ques- 
tion the most serious that has been 
known in a great many years. The 
water is higher by five inches than it 
was during the great freshet of Feb- 
ruary, 1896, and much higher than at 
any time for 20 years previous to that. 
The situation is considered critical.

Havana. April 11.—The Cuban consti- 
tutional convention at yesterday's seS- 
sion took no action regarding the pro- 
posal to appoint a commission to go to 
Washinzton in reference to the future 
relations between Cuba and the United 
States.

Mayor Hall Opposed to {0-Year 
Loan But is Overruled. 


The text of Mayor Hall's veto of the 
School Lot Loan will be of interest, 
His Honor had but little support in 
the City Council, where the necessity of 
the new schoolhouse probably over- 
shadowed ail else, but at the same 
time there is a desire generally to re- 
duce the debt and interest: 

Quincy, April 5, 1901. 
Charles M. Bryant, Eqs., President of 
the City Council:— 

Dear Sir, — I return without my 
signature order 51 for {the purchase 
of land for the schoolhouse ut the 
Point, but only because of its financial 
arrangement‘. 

Believing it to be for the best inter- 
est of the city to abandon the policy 
of borrowing money to the extent to 
which it has been done, I am utterly 
opposed to making loans for so long a 
time as ten years. Had this loan been 
arranged on a seven year basis I should 
have given it my approval, but I be- 
lieve it is incumbent on this Council 
to inaugurate sach a system of finance 
as will tend to the gradual reduction 
of the city debt, and at once reduce 
the burden of interest. 
mistake was made when 
we begun this system of borrowing and 
sooner we take measures to reduce 
both debt and interest the greater will 
be the prosperity of the city. 

Out of thirty-eight cities and towns 
in this vicinity, only tive have a higher 
tax rate than ours and most of them 
have a very much lower rate. 

We are quite likely to be called upon 
to provide for au addition to the High 
schoolhouse this year and to build a

new schoolhouse at the Point, and 
with the amount of money which we 
must borrow for these purposes our 


further increase in the debt should be 
contined to the smallest amount, 

We ought not to increase the debt at 
all for streets, and our borrowings for 
sidewalks and edgestones should be for 
a term not exceeding five years. 

Of our municipal debt $68,605.61 falls 
due this year and we should limit our 
increase of this debt so that the total 
will be less on December °*31, than it 
was on January 1, of this year. 

For these reasons,I trust the Council 
will so amend this loan as to bring it 
within the time named above.

AN EXPERT COUNTERFEITER 


Albert Skoog, Who Tried to Kill Him- 
self, Proves to Be an Old Offender 
New York, April 11.—It has come te 

light that the man who attempted t 

commit suicide by twice shooting him 

self in the head while being pursuet 
by a crowd in West street Tuesday is 
hot “Albert Jensen” at all, but John Al 
bert Skoog, a Swede, 35 years old, born 
in Stockholm, and the son of prominent 
and wealthy parents. le early began 

a criminal career, and is pronounced 

by officials of the United States secret 

service one of the most expert counter 
feiters alive. 

In March, 1897, Skoog escaped from 
the penitentiary at Joliet, Ils., whik 
serving a sentence for making and pass 
ing counterfeit $20 bills. Skoog is 
wanted in Sweden for making and pass 
ing a large number of counterfeit 104 
kroner notes, such as are issued by the 
Bank of Sweden at Stockholm. ‘This 
work was done early in 1898, Skoog hav 
ing gone to Sweden at once after his es 
cape from Joliet. These notes are 
about perfect in execution and bear the 
date of Jan. 2, 1898, 

Skoog on ‘Tuesday attempted to pass 
oO kroner notes on the Bunk of Copen- 
hagen, at the banking house of C. B 
Richardson & Co. The notes, although 
dated 1897, were crisp and new. They 
were apparently good, however, and 
were accepted, Skoog being paid Amer- 
ican money in exchange. A few mo 
ments after Skoog left another man en- 
tered and presented some similar notes 
This looked suspicious, and Skoog was 
recalled. He was, however, moving 
away when an official threatened to cal) 
a policeman, and Skoog fled down 

sroadway, followed by two policemet 
and a crowd. When Policeman Brady 
caught him, Skoog drew a pistol and 
turned it on himself, sending two bul 
lets through his head. Should he re 
cover, Which is thought likely, {t is the 
intention to return Skoog to Joliet.

MRS. HALL BRINGS SUIT 
For Her Alleged Share of the} 
Gilman Millions 


MANAGED HIS HOUSEHOLD 


| 
And Entered Into an Agreement by) 


Which All Real and Personal Prop- 
erty Was to Be Left to Her — De- 
clares She Was Forcibly Ousted 


Hartford, April 11.—Mrs. Helen Potts 
Hall of New York begun action in the 
circuit court here yesterday for the re 
covery of her alleged share in the mil 
lions of the late George F. Gilman of 
Bridgeport. Mrs. Hall declares thai 
she is the adopted daughter of Mr. Gil 
man, and brings her action through her 
next friend, her brother, Frank G. Potts 
against the Bridgeport Trust company 
as administrator of the Gilman estate 
and against George W. Smith of Bridge 
port, as receiver. 

The bill of complaint, which consists 
of 21 typewritten pages and contains 17 
counts, declares that Mr. Gilman was 
engaged in the tea business with George 
Ii. Hartford, and that they had about 
200 stores in the United States. This 
part of the complaint is interesting be 
cause it has been understood that tli 
Bridgeport Trust company, as admin 
istrator, takes the position that Mr. 
Hartford was manager only, and not a 
part owner in the tea business. 

After estimating the value of the es- 
tate at more than $1,500,000, the com- 
plaint says the property came into Mrs 
Hall's the time of Gil- 
man’s death and there remained until 
she was forcibly ousted by the defend 
ants. Tor several years prior to Gil 
man’s death, contnues the complaint, 
he, having conceived a strong personal 
regard for Mrs. Hall, adopted her as 
his daughter, and she became a member 
of his household and resided there un 
til his death, managing the household 
and rendering him the obedience of a 
natural daughter. 

On or about Nov. 1, 1900, it is alleged, 
Mr. Gilman entered into an agreement 
with Mrs. Hall that if she would con- 
tinue to live with him as his daughter 
until his death, she would then be en- 
titled to all his property, both real and 
personal, as fully and to the same ex 
tent as if she were his natural daughter. 
The complainant claims that she has 
fulfilled her part of theagreement. She 
states further that none of the relatives 
lived on terms with Gilman, 
but that, on the contrary, they have 
for many years been estranged from 
him, and some were hostile‘to him, aud 
that Gilman failed to make a will and 
died intestate. 

The complaint asks for a writ of in- 
junction perpetually enjoining the 
Bridgeport Trust company as admin 
istrator of the estate from interfering 
with the business conducted by the 
Great American Tea company; that the! 
Bridgeport Trust company deliver to 
the complaint such assets as remain ir 
its hands, in like manner as if she were 
the sole heir and uext of kin of the de 
ceased. A preliminary injunction is 
also asked for, restraining the com 
pany from further interference with 
the tea companies during the pendency 
of this action. <A writ of subpoena di 
rected to the trust company command- 
ing it to appear in court and answer tc 
the complaint is likewise asked for, 

The complaint further asks that 
George W. Smith, the reeeiver, who 
claims to have an interest in the estate, 
be enjoined from maintaining the same. 
Hatch & Wickes of New York are en 
tered as solicitors, and D. Davenport 
of Bridgeport as counsel for the com- 
plainant. The writ of subpoena is made 
returnable to the circuit court the first 
Monday of May.

Extracts from the Laws of this Coramon- 
wealth : } 
Every owner or keeper of a dog of three 


mouths old or over shall snnually on or betore 
THIRTIETH DAY OF APRIL, cause to

-ensed for one year from the first day of the 
ensuing May, in the office of the clerk of the 
city ortown wherein said dog is kept and shall 
cause it to wear around its neck acollar dis- 
tinctly marked with its owner's name and its 
registered number.

Gotham’s Building Trades Unions to 
Start an Independent Labor Party 
New York, April 15.—For the first 

time since they were organized, the 

principal building trades unions in this 
city decided yesterday to go into poli- 
tics, and to start an independent la- 
bor party. ‘This decision was reached 

at a meeting of the delegates from 21 

unions represented in the board of 

walking delegates, Philip Weinseimer 
of the Amalgamated Society of Plumb- 
ers and Gas litters presided. 

The meeting was called on account 
of the recent decision of the court of 
appeals declaring the prevailing rate 
of wages law and the state stone dress- 
ing law unconstitutional. ‘These laws, 
the most radical of their kind that have 
yet been passed in the interest of labor, 
cost the labor unions many thousands 
of dollars in carrying on the agitation 
in their favor, and their annulment is 
admitted to be a severe blow at labor. 

Those who conducted the agitation 
how say that the city officials who were 
supposed to be most friendly to labor 
did not stand by the labor unions as 
they were expected to do, and that their 
professions of friendship were not car- 
ried out in practice.

Body of a Murdered Man Found 
In Woods 


WAS KILLED SOME TIME AGO 


Had Started For Home In Canada 
With Winter’s Earnings and Was 
Evidently Waylaid and Shot and 
Afterward Clubbed to Death 


Greenville Junction, Me., April 15.-- 
The body of Mathison Pare was found 
on Thursday on a tete-road at Asquith 
by a party of woodsmen, who were 
coming from Moosehead lake. ‘The 
body had been frozen, but was thawing 
out, owing to the warm weather. It 
was covered with boughs and a coat 
and a hat were at one side at a little 
distance away. ‘The finding of the 
body revealed a most brutal murder, 
with robbery as the motive. 

The victim bad worked during the 
Winter months on Moosehead lake, 
ubove Kineo, for Sylvester Gaudet. On 
March 8, when he had finished his win- 
ter’s work at the camp, he received his 
wages, amounting to $108, and re- 
inained at Gaudet’s house on Moose riy- 
er until the morning of March 11. Be- 
ing anxious to reach home, 
to walk to Asquith station, some eight 
niles, to take the 
Canada, having then all but $2 or $2 
of his winter’s wages on his person. 

About 10 a. m., on the morning of 
March 11, he reached the camp of Percy 
Johnson, 2%4 miles from Asquith, and it 
was when he departed from here for the 
Station that he was last seen alive. 
His folks in Canada, knowing of his in- 
tention of returning home, were wor- 
ried over his non-appearance, but no 
tidings as to his whereabouts were 
learned until Thursday last, when his 
lifeless, mutilated body was found by 
a party of woodchoppers lying near the 
road in Asquith. His parents have not 
yet been informed of the crime. 

County Atterney Gower of Somerset 
county was notified Saturday of the 
finding of the body, aud, in company 
with Sheriff Pennell aud Coroner Addi- 
ton of Skowhegan, reached the scene 
of the murder yesterday. The place 
where the body was found is on a lonely 
winter wood road on the banks of Mis- 
ery stream, abont half a mile from 
Johuson’s camp, where Pare was last 
seen, and two miles from Asquith sta- 
tion, in Raymond plantation. The body, 
which was frozen stiff, lay in the snow 
by the roadside, and the man had evi- 
dently been shot from ambush by a 
rifle ball striking him in the face. 

There were indications that a struggle 
must have taken place, and that the 
rifle wound had not proved fatal, : 
there were knife cuts on the face anl 
The right side of the head was 
terribly crushed, us if from a blow with 
the butt end of the rifle, and the bones 
in the face were crushed out. 

The money, and a valise, filled with 
clothes, which Pare had taken with 
were missing, and this fact lends 
color to the belief that robbery was the 
motive for the murder. 

The body was taken to the Hollings- 
worth & Whitney storehouse, where 
Pare’s former employer and his wife, 
the latter the cook at the camp, identi- 
fied the man. ‘They both spoke in the 
highest terms of the good character and 
peaceable nature of Pure. 

County Attorney Gower says that no 
expense will be spared to discover the 
murderer. ‘Thus far the only possible 
clue obtained is that one Joe Murray, 
who was at work on a drive sonie dis- 
tance away, but has been sent for, Is 
said to have stated that he could name 
the party. 

Pare’s parents are poor people, and 
as yet they are in ignorance of their 
son’s fate. Deceased wus unmarried. 
The state will probably send the body 
to his relatives.

bosiness and labor on the Lord’s day 
if he does not disturb or interfere with 
any other person, nor for keeping open 
his shop. warehouse or workhouse at 
such place on the Lord's day if he 
does not disturb or interfere with any 
other person.

The crew of Frenchmen had

boarded them off Sable 

The Assomption is a tine large vessel 
and when by the Oneita ou 
April 18 was anchored in eight fathoms 
off Sable island, and the wind was 
blowing hard, the water being very 
rough, The Vrench schooner’s masts 
were broken off feet below the 
heads, and she was without sails. 

The shallow water about her with the 
heavy sea made approach dangerots, 
but Captain Seely of the Gloucester 
schooner, urged on by the signals of dis- 
tress, INuveuvered about for hours, us 
ing the lead constantly in order to get 
hear enough to the French vessel to 
lower a boat to board her. Twice he 
feared he had risked too much, but his 
gallant craft recovered herself in time. 

A hardy crew put off in a dory and 
as they neared the Assomption’s side 
they saw the French sailors leaning 
out over the rail towards them, gestic- 
ulating and talking excitedly. When 
on board the schooner they found that 
the French vessel had been out of pro 
Visions for two days, and for a week 
previous the sailors had been on an al 
lowance of a biscuita day. They wer 
also out of fuel. 

Captain Seely sent his crew back to 
the Oneita for provjsions and fuel, and 
soon the Frenchmen were made happy 
by the return of the dory with sup- 
plies. The Gloucester men say 
touching to see how the French sailors 
held on the gunwale of the dory as it 
was leaving the side, fearing, apparent- 
ly, that it might not return. In fact 
they held on so that the situation of the 
men in the little boat became danger- 
ous and they had to hit the French sail- 
ors on the fingers to release their hold. 

The ¢ was going to 
take the French crew on board his ves- 
sel and Jand them here, but he did net 
like the idea of leaving the Assomption 
while there was any chance of saving 
her. He suggested that the vessel be 
turned over to him, but that proposition 
did not suit the French skippé, who 
was hot willing to give up the vessel

Statistics of Men Behind the Guns 

Washington, April 17.—Secretary 
Long has compiled a table showing the 
proportion of native-born and foreign- 
born sailors in the United States navy.

THE CUBAN DELEGATES 


Will Find Statesmen Awaiting 
Them at Washington 


TO ALLAY “SEVERE JOLT” 


Caused by Abruptness of American 


Demands — Essentials of Terms of 
the Platt Amendment Will Not Be 


Changed—As to the Isle of Pines 
Washington, April 18.—Preparations 
are now being wade at the White House 
for the reception of the Cuban commis- 
sioners. ‘They are expected here Tues- 
day or Wednesday, and several leading 
including Mr. Platt of Con- 
will make it a point to be in 
the city while they are here. Anticipa- 
tions of the resuit of their visit are most 
hopetul. 

It is suid that the abruptuess of the 
Americau demands gave the sensitive 
Latin-Americans what an administra- 
tion official describes as a “severe jolt.” 
‘To allay this sensitiveness will be the 
aim of our people in the treatment ef 
their guests. ‘They will have many 
things explained to them, they will see 
evidences of the benevolence of the pres- 
ident’s purposes. 

The delegates will be received with 
the ulmest courtesy aud at the same 
time given to understand that the pur- 
pose of the United States government 
is fixed; that there is no changing in es- 
sentials of the terms of the Platt ainend- 
ment. The disposition of the Isle of 
ines is still to be determined, Our 
uaval officers regard it as of little value, 
and even its marble deposits are said to 
be over-estimated in worth. Interna- 
tional lawyers here maintain that the 
island came to us by the terms of the 
treaty of Paris. while international law- 
yers there take the opposite view. 

An explanation will be made to the 
Cuban commissioners that in such cases 
of conflict of legal authorities the opin- 
ious of jurists of the more powerful na- 
tion are apt to prevail; after the Cubans 
become convinced of this It Is quite pos- 
sible we may relinguish the island in 
exchange for something else, and to give 
the commissioners sone trophies of a 
victory to take back with them, 

It is believed that the Cuban delega- 
tion will come by way of Tampa. Ordi- 
nuarily that route is not open after the 
3th of April, but this year the summer 
quarantine regulations will not be put 
into operation until May 1,

Committees of the City Council, and 
city officials in general, are forbidden 
even to recommend the acceptance or 
laying out of private ways which are 
not constructed according to the speci- 
fications in the ordinance. 

Some real] estate men have laid ont 
tracts of land in this city without any 
attempt at building streets, notably the 
Quincy Park,so called, on the Kittredge 
farm in Ward Two, where the street 
lines were ploughed some years ago, but 
are now nearly obliterated. 

People who bny on private ways 
will find it necessary at some date to 
expend money for construction of the 
street on which their property is 
located ; that is,if they want said street 
to be accepted by the city, lighted by 
the city, the snow removed in winter, 
or the street watered and repaired. 

It has been quite a drain on the city 
to put in good condition streets which 
have been accepted of late. The new 
ordinance promises relief 


new ordinance concerning the 
laying out of new streets is now a law, 
having received the signature of Mayor 
fiall, and published as required in a 
newspaper. It is one of the most im- 
portant steps taken by our city, and 
means better streets and wider streets. 

The ordinance appears in this issue 
and the specifications will be of In- 
terest. While it may be in order to 
suspend rules of the City Council, it 
will not be legal to suspend an ordin-

All side slopes in excavation and on the adjoining lan 
shall be at the ratio of at least two borizontal to one vertical, to a sub-grade twelve inches below 
finished grade. 

J) All rock and boulders in excavation shall be removed from the street or used in « 
bankments. Embankments shall be made of clear sand, gravel, cinders, furnace slay, 
sound rock or broken stone only. Under no circumstances shall any perishable material be used

Died Whistling. | 

Dr. William Krauss in The Journal 
of Nervous and Mental Diseases de- 
scribes the case of a Polish herdsman, 
27 years of age, weighing 230 pounds, 
who some months previous to an acci-| 
dent bad suffered from apoplexy re- 
left hemiplegia. He was 
regaining the use of his arm 
and leg when he was struck by a train 
and was found unconscious on the 
track with three scalp wounds. There 
was a depressed fracture of the skull! 
three inches above and one inch be- 
hind the left ear. He was immediately 
trephined and the depressed bone re- 
moved. 

About 10 o’cloek at night he began 
to whistle, not, however, the “popular 
songs of the day,” but the whistle calls 
he was accustomed to use in calling or 
driving bis flocks. He would continue 
whistling for about one minute, then 
would cease for five or ten minutes 
and kept this up at regular intervals 
until be died. At no time was it pos- 
sible to distinguish any melody. The 
sounds were of the same pitch and in- 
tensity and of the same character. 
They were audible throughout the 
ward and attracted the attention of pa- 
tients and attendants. To the pby- 
sicians in attendance it was a strange 
experience to bear these whistle calls 
coming from a patient in a state of 
unconsciousness. It was impossible to 
rouse the patient at any time before 
or after the accident, and he died, 
whistling a few minutes before death. |

How Niagara Wears the Rock, 
All who Lave been to Niagara know 
j that the cataract is divided by Goat is- 
land, the larger portion of the fall be- 
ing on the Canadian side of the river. 
This part is known as the Horseshoe 
fall and was so named because years 
}ago it was identical with a horseshoe 
in shape, A few years ago a V shaped 
break occurred toward the New York 
side, and since then other changes have 
taken place, until today the Horseshoe 
fall is more like its original form, but 
clearly shows the effects of the wear- 
ing of the waters. 

Many people fail to see how the falls 
wear the rock away, and this is a little 
} ystery until the exact conditions are 
realized. The ledge of rock over which 
the water of both the American and 
Horseshoe falls flow is of hard lime- 
stone. It is all of 60 feet thick and 
naturally very heavy. Underneath this 
ledge of limestone there are the shales 
of the Niagara locality. This soft rock 
is many feet thick. The rock of the 
Horseshoe fall {s unprotected, and as 
the water falls over the precipice and 
boils in the river below it washes away 
the soft shale beneath the limestone, 
so that the limestone is left in sheflike 
form, projecting far out into the gorge. 
Observant yisitors to the falls have no 
doubt noticed this condition. 

In the course of time the shale foun- 
dation of the limestone ledge is exea- 
vated to such a pofnt that the unsup- 
ported ledge breaks away by its own 
weight, and the crest line of the Horse- 
shoe fall recedes so much farther. 
Then the water attacks the newly ex- 
| posed shale, and in time the process 
outlined is repeated. This has been go- 
ing on for centuries, and it will con- 
tinue until the falls of Niagara are no 
more.—Philadelphia Record,

The House That Tresham Built, 

One of the curiosities of architecture 
in England is, according to The Stone 
Trades Journal, the house erected 
about 300 years ago at Rushton, in 
Northamptonshire, by Sir Thomas 
Tresham, a Roman Catholic, who 
wished by his design to typify the 
Trinity. 

The house is all threes, has three 
sides, three stories and three windows 
on each flat, each of them in the shape 
of the trefoil—the three leaved sham- 
rock. Where the roofs meet rises a 
three sided pyramid, terminating In a 
large trefoil. The smoke escapes from 
this chimney by three round holes on 
each side of the three sides. The build- 
ing is almost covered with mottoes and 
carvings, three Latin inscriptions, one 
on each of the three sides, having 33 
letters in each. Three angles on each 
side bear shields. Over the door is the 
text from the Vulgate, “There are three 
that bear record.” Inside the house 
each corner ts cut off from each of the 
three main rooms, so that on every 
floor there are three three sided apart- 
ments. 


Architectural Oddities, 

At Frankfort-on-the-Main there is 
one street In which two houses on op- 
posite sides of the street lean over so 
far that their roofs meet over the 
street. In one of these houses Lord 
Rothschild was born. In Paris, on the 
other hand, it is noticeable that the 
builders intentionally construct the 
houses so that they lean backward 
slightly to add to their stability. But 
almost in the center of Paris there is 
one big stone building which leans out 
fully 314 feet over the sidewalk. So 
solid, however, are the Paris buildings 
that this one is claimed to be safe.— 
Pearson’s Weekly.

Assistant Disiriet Attorney Sander- 
son made the opening statement for the 
xovernment, describing in detail the re- 
lationship of the accused and the de- 
ceased, the premises on which they lived 
and the surroundings of the place where 
ihe shooting occurred. The govern 
ment would show, he said, that after 
ihe shooting the two men were seen to 
be struggling for what appeared to be 
u large revolver; that Grogau was heard 
io shout; “Oh, don't, Oh, don’t,” fol- 
lowed by “Charles, you have murdere * 
me;” that Grogan made these 
statements just before his death: 

“Charles Eastman murdered me. He 
shot me twice and he did it purposely;” 
and “there is the man who shot me,” 
pointing to Eastman. He also claimed 
that Eastman must have been close to 
Grogan when the former's clothes were 
burned by the shot from a pistol, which, 
he says, was fired at him by Grogan, 

The chief witness yesterday was med- 
ical Examiner William D. Swan, who 
gave in detail his examination of Gro- 
gan’s body. The cause of death was a 
hemorrhage, resulting from a_ bullet 
wound in the chest. The bullet passed 
downward from the outside, stopping 
in the lower murgin of the fifth rib. 

A hint of what may turn out to be 
a portion of the defense in the trial was 
presented in the cross-examination of 
Dr. Swan by Counsel Bartlett, who 
asked questions with reference to the 
number of times the witness had seen 
the bullet he had extracted from the 
body of Richard H. Grogan. Dr. Swan 
said he had seen it twice—once in Oc 
tober before the grand jury, and once 
in the office of the district attorney later 
in the year, The manner in which 
these and other questions were put led 
many to conclude that the defense 
would maintain that the bullet ex- 
hibited in court was not the one taken 
from Grozan's body. 

The disclosure on the part of the wit- 
ness that he had performed a second

autopsy on the body of Grogan at the} 


tomb in Mount Auburn cemetery was 
the sensational bit of testimony of the 
day. Dr. Swan, accompanied by Med- 
{eal Examiner Durrell, State Detective 
Whitney and un undertaker, went to 
the tomb and the witness removed from 
Grogan’s body a piece of the fifth rib 
and a fragment of the bone which he 
had sawed at the first autopsy. Wit- 
ness admitted that the defense was not 
représented at the autopsy, nor had any 
notice of the intention to hold the au- 
topsy been given the defense. 


Struck Reef and Sank 

Louisburg, C. B., April 24.—The 
schooner Verbena, Captain Reid, 
bound from here to St. Lawrence, N.

Must Have More Money 

London, April 24.—In the house of 
commons yesterday various members 
sharply criticized the budget’s increase 
of the income tax, and the chancellor 
of the exchequer replied that more 
money must be raised somehow. He 
hoped that the additional taxation 
might bring home to the country the 
virtues of economy. ‘The income tax 
resolution was adopted by 363 to 88 
votes. 


Robbery Charge Against Callahan 

Omaha, April 24—James Callahan, 
arrested in connection with the kidnap- 
ping on Dee. 18, 1900, of Edward 
Cudahy, Jr., was yesterday brought be- 
fore Judge Baker for trial on the charge 
of robbery of $25,000, which is the 
amount of ransom paid by Mr. Cudahy 
for the return of his boy. A jury was 
secured after some delay, and the prose- 
cution will begin offering testimony to- 
day. 

Alleged Would-Be Murderers Held 

New York, April 24.—Girio Buttaoa- 
vyalo and Francesca Spinella, charged 
with burying a baby alive in a lone- 
some spot near the New York Central 
tracks at Hastings, were yesterday held 
for the Westchester county grand jury. 
The prisoners refused to discuss the 
case, but declared they were not the 
parents of the child. 


STRIKE AT NAVY YARD 


Men With Alleged Grievances Fired 
Out by Marines 


Boston, April 24.—A strike on the new 
dry dock at the navy yard caused mo- 
mentary excitement yesterday, and re- 
sulted in several strikers and a walking 
delegate of the MHoisting Engineers’ 
union being rounded up and thrown out 
of the yard by a detail of marines. 

One of the union officials visited the 
work at the yard, and had a talk with 
the 10 engineers of the derrick and en- 
gine crews. After the noon hour, six 
of the engineers, members of the union, 
refused to return to work unless a de- 
mand for eight hours’ work and in- 
creased pay wus granted. 

They were told that they had ac- 
cepted their jobs under the present con- 
ditions and had been satistied to work 
under them up till then; if they were 
dissatistied they could quit. They 
struck and attempted to prevail upon 
the other men to quit work, but without 
suceess, 

The delegate and the strikers were 
persistent, aud the Contractors’ boss or 
dered them off. They refused to go, 
whereupon Captain Barelay, captain of 
the yard, was notified. Hesentama 
tine officer and a squad of guards to en- 
force the contractors’ command, aud to 
see that there no disturbance, 
Upen the matters reaching this state 
some of the men who were familiar 
with vard methods guessed what action 
had been taken. and quietly withdrew 
from the yard. Several others, one be- 
ing the delegate, did not, and they were 
promptly gathered in by the marines 
and escorted to the gate, where they 
were told to stay outofthe yard, Inall 
eight men joined in the strike.

New Haven, April 24.—Accused of the 
murder of her husband by poison in- 
tended for her paramour, Ann M, Rath- 
bun, a woman of middle age, and the 
mother of four childven, was yesterday 
placed on trial in the superior criminal 
court.

20 last, when 
Rathbun and Jchn Hart were made 
violently sick by coffee from the latter's 
dinner pail, which, it is alleged, was 
filled by Mrs. Rathbun the night before, 
Hart was at first Held in connection 
with the case, but was later released, 
after confessious of intimacy with Mrs. 
Rathbun; which led to the recent con- 
viction on a charge of adultery. 


Days of Usefulness Over 

Boston, April 24.—The historic old 
United States ship Minnesota, which 
will be turned bac’ to the government 
by the state authorities next Saturday, 
will not be towed to Norfolk as an aux- 
fliary receiving ship at that point, as 
Was practically determined a few weeks 
ago. An investigation has shown that 
it would be impossible to safely tow the 
old hulk to Norfolk. Orders from 
Washington came to the navy yard yes- 
terday to appoint a board of survey, ap- 
praise and condemn the old ship, as soon 
as she was turned over, the purpose be- 
ing to sell her. 


Ashore on Bible Rock 
Portland, Me. April 24.—Captain 
Nicholson of the steamer Mora, from 
Louisburg, which arrived here last 
night, reported that a large two-masted 
steamer is ashore on Bible rock, be- 
| tween Wells and Ogunquit. Thesteam- 
er is thouglit to be the Hamburg-A mer- 
ican liner Drumelzia, bound from Ham- 
burg for Portland. Captain Nichol- 
son said the ship was in a rather bad 
position, in the breakers, and it is prob- 
jable that those on board were unable 
to reach the shore as ask for assistance.

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‘CITY FATHERS’ PLANS 


Cause Commotion Among the 
People of Gloucester 


AN ENFORCEMENT OF LAWS 


Called For by a Councilman Who 
Declares the City to Be In a Bad 
Plight—Proposition of an Alderman 
Touches Purses of Taxpayers 


Gloucester, Mass., April 24.—Citizens 
of Gloucester are stirred up over two 
acts of the city government last night 
because of their sensational nature, and 
one of them at least is likely to cause 
an uprising among the taxpayers, One 
calls for the puritication of the city by 
the police, aud the other aims at the 
settlement of a law suit that involves 
an expeuse to the city of $850,000. 

Both branches of the city govern- 
toent met and in the lower body Coun- 
cilman Gorinan presented a set of res- 
olutions with a preamble calling for the 
enforcement of the law against the il- 
legal sale of liquor, against houses of 
ill fame, games of chance and gambling 
dens, and also the selling of cigarets to 
ininors, The resolutions which he em- 
bodied in an order took the council by 
surprise.

The suit, is now rated at about $850,- 
000, and dates from the time the city 
voted to take the water service for it- 
self by right of eminent domain.

A large portion of the report deals 
with the formation and operation of the 
civil government of Porto Rico, and 
shows that status to which it has de- 
veloped. Generally speaking it says 
the island is in a prosperous condition.

The 
aldermen of last year granted the road 
a franchise in May last, hedged about 
with requirements which if carried out 
by the company would mean an expense 
of about $10,000. In July another 
agreement was reached, in which 
certain restrictions which the road did 
not see fit to accept were imposed. 

Now for the third time they came to 
the board for this extension, These 
proceedings he characterized as remark- 
able, in view of the importance of this 
matter. This question means much to 
the city, the road and the people. 

To deprive the road of the use of its 
carhouse is an injustice to all of these, 
and the road, does not wish to assume 
the responsibility of discommoding the 
people for whose better service the 
new carhouse was built. 

The road is already in possession of a 
franchise over Main street granted 
some years ago, from the boundary line 
of West Bridgewater, which incorpo- 
rates every foot of the extension now 
asked, except for the turnont into the 
new carhouse. The tracks have actually 
been laid over the street where tracks 
are now asked. The only right which 
the company has not is to lay tracks 
over the six or eight feet across the 
sidewalk to connect with the new car- 
house. In view of these things it is 
remarkable thata board of aldermen 
should have to be approached three 
times for the granting of this right. 

There must be some reason why this 
petition was not granted last year, and 
it is proper to know what that reason 
is. For that purpose he called atten- 
tion to the laws bearing upon this sub- 
ject and its relation to these condi- 
tions. The commission through whose 
recommendations these laws resulted 
decided that there should be one re- 
sponsible head in the matter of 
franchise grants, and the city was 
therefore made solely responsible.

Uses a Weapon With 
Terrible Results 


Two Men Killed and Two 
Are Fatally Wounded 


Attack Without 
and Without Apparent Cause 


Caine Warning 


Portland, Me., April 25.—One of the 
bloodiest and most appalling tragedies 
in the history of Portlind in recent 
years occurred yesterday afternoon on 
the fourth floor of a building oceupied 
by the New England Telephone com- 
pany. - 

The principal actor in the affair was 
George H. Brainerd, a foreman elec- 
trician, who has been employed by the 
For 
some unknown reason, and without the 
slizhtest quietly 
chatting with a number of fellow work- 
men, he suddenly whipped out a 3s 
calibre revolver and opened fire on the 
party around him. He was evidently 
an expert marksman, for, although the 
fusillade lasted only a few momeuts, in 
that brief space of time he killed one 
man outright and fatally wounded one 
other and probably fatally wounded 
two others. Not satisfied with this 
he nade a desperate attempt to kill 
Deputy Marshal Frith, when the officer 
tried to place him under arrest. It re- 
quired the free use of a billy to bring 
the frenzied man into submission, and 
he was taken to the station bleeding 
profusely from a scalp wound some two 
inches long. 

The dead men are I. H. Farnham of 
Boston, the electrical engineer of the 
New England Telephone company, and 
Earl M. Buxton. ‘The probably fatally 
injured are Elmer Z. Lane and James 
Wadsworth, the latter’s chances fer life 
being extremely poor, 

While the only charitable motive that 
ean be assigned for the deed 
sanity, yet neither before nor after the 
tragedy did Brainerd exhibit) any 
marked traces of mental derangement. 

All the men concerned in the shooting 
were employes of the New England Tel- 
ephone company, and with the excep- 
tion of Turnham all were engaged in 
installing « new exchange system on 
the upper floor of the Building. There 
were 14 men in the crew, and Brainerd 
was the man in charge of the work, 
which was being done under the general 
supervision of Farnham. ‘The entire 
force was attached to the general office 
in Boston. 

The men went to work as usual yes- 
terday, and just before 2 o’clock Farn- 
ham and Brainerd walked over to a 
corner of the room where a carpenter 
was at work. Brainerd gave the car 
penter a few instructions and then he 
and Farnham walked away. <A mo- 
ment later the report of a revolver rang 
out, and Farnham fell to the floor, 
Brainerd standing over bim with a re- 
volver in his hand. 

Just what occurred after this will 
Never accurately be told, as no one has 
a clear idea as to just what happened. 
Brainerd did vot remain inactive fora 
moment after shooting Farnham, but 
he immediately opened fire on the other 
workmen. A panic followed and each 
man endeavored to get under cover to 
escape the bullets which were flying in 
every direction. 

Lane and Wadsworth were working 
together directly across the room from 
him, and Bralnerd turned his revolver 
on them and opened fire. Wadsworth 
fell to the floor, while Lane made a dash 
for a closet in a corner of the room. 

Buxton was standing at a bench, and 
Brainerd sent a bullet straight through 
his body. Buxton fell to the floor, and, 
although perfectly conscidus, lay quiet 
and closed his eyes as though he was 
dead. He saw Brainerd come over 
to the head of the stuirway and reload 
the revolver, and then start towards the 
closet in which Lane had taken shelter. 
Brainerd went to that closet apparently 
with the deliberate intention of killing 
Lane, and although he did not kill him 
instantly, he infilcted wounds which 
will probably prove fatal.

Quincy Brethren Celebrate the 82d Local Brevities of the City of 


Anniversary.

There were numerous reports current 
tonight regarding Brainerd’s mental 
condition, one being to the effect that 
several years ago he fell from a pole 
while stringing wires in Bath and was 
so severely injured that he was laid off 
for nearly a year and that for 
months of that time he was insane. 
This report was not substantiated, kow- 
ever. 


He is about 45 years of age. Brainerd 
has been with the company since about 
1890, He was what might be called a 
steady but moderate drinker. Brainerd 
never came into the Boston office under 
the influence of liquor. His habits did 
not prevent him from attending to his 
work in a thorough manner, and as _ he 
was a very competent workman he was 
able to hold his position. 

Brainerd is not a sociable man. 
is much older than the men who 
worked under him, and he did not 
make confidants.of them. He has been 
inclined to distrust his associates and 
is of a jealous disposition. He had an 
idea, which was quite without founda- 
tion, that his work for the .company 
was not appreciated, and that some 
men in the Boston office were given 
more consideration than he. So far as 
can be learned there was no foundation 
for such jealous suspicions. 

Brainerd is a very capable man and 
knows his branch of the business thor- 
oughly. While in Mexico he was what 
is called a ‘‘trailer,’’ a sort of field 
superintendent of telephone lines. The 
working of lines and the placing of 
wires was left to him, and he did his 
work well. But he tired of it, and 
came back to Boston to enter the em- 
ploy of the New England telephone and 
telegraph company. 

Brainerd is what is commonly called 
a ‘‘crack shot.’’ A man who has seen 
him shoot at a target said he could bit 
a bullseye four times out of six shots 
at 50 feet, using a revolver. He had 
been used to rough life in South 
America and Mexico, and had made 
himself proficient with firearms. With 
that deadly and accurate aim he laid 
low his fellow-workmen yesterday 
afternoon. Brainerd always carried a 
loaded revolver in his hip pocket, and} 
it was with this weapon that he shot 
his victims yesterday afternoon.

GROGAN’S ACCUSATIONS 


Again Excluded by Court In 
the Eastman Trial 


THE DEFENSE ENCOURAGED 


By Testimony Showing That Accused 
Man Was Solicitous For Grogan’s 
Condition at Time of Tragedy—Many 
Neighbors on Witness Stand 


Cambridge, Mass., April 26.—The 
heavy downpour of rain yesterday did 
not deter the people from trrning out in 
large numbers to attend the trial of 
Charles R. Eastman in the superior 
criminal court of Middlesex county, 
charged with the murder of Richard H. 
Grogan, Jr., on July 4 last. Many 
women were present, members of the 
family of the accused and the victim, 
and others drawn there by morbid cu- 
riosity. 

The defense of Professor Eastman 
continued to score poiuts at law on the 
government, the court holding to its 
opinion of Wednesday that declarations 
made by Richard Grogan, Jr., the dying 
man, were bot competent as evidence 
where the accusation was of murder. 

The court went further yesterday by 
rnling as incompetent other statements 
tbat witnesses beard from Grogan's 
lips, which appeared to be replied to 
Eastmin’s denials of other than acci- 
dental shooting. Not only in the law 
of evidence did Lawyer Elder for the 
defendant worst Attorney General 
Knowlton, but iu the testimony itself 
there was much to encourage Eastman, 
which showed that the latter was very 
solicitious for Grogun’s condition and 
exhibited much grief at the unfortunate 
episode. 


Judge Gaskill, in delivering the opin- 
ion of the court, said: 

“The court had occasion yesterday to 
consider the ground relied on by the 
government as to the statement made 
by Grogan, when it was claimed that 
evidence would be offered tending to 
show that Grogan, as he was running, 
made use of the phrase, ‘Eastman has 
murdered me; that there was consid- 
erable distance between the two men, 
and that Eastman was not called upon 
to make any reply. 

“Now in reference 
government of further evidence as to 
what took place in the yard and the 
declaration upon the bauk made by 
Grogan, charging particularly an inten- 
tional shooting. It is said by the com- 
monwealth that in a different form, but 
probably meauing the same thing, that 
utterance was repeated in the presence 
of Eastman three tUmes. That in re- 
sponse to the first stutement he 
his head; in response to the second, be 
also shook his head; in response to the 
third, he made a denial. 

“We cun have no doubt as to the cor- 
rectness of the ruling, when statements 
of that kind are made or denied, and 
not part of a conversation, that, if de- 
nied, no part of it Is competent. The 
court is satisfied that each act of East- 
man was a denial of the statement made 
by Grogan; that shaking of the head 
was denial, and that the last statement 
was a denial. Therefore, the question 
resolves itself into this: Can it be sald 
that the answer of Eastman was equiy- 
ocal? 

“The court cannot think it was, or 
that the denial was not positive and 
emphatic enough. We know of norule 
of law that would make Grogan’s state- 
ment competent. So far as the state- 
ment of fact said to have been made 
by Grogan, that Eastman shot him 
twice, that standing alone is a state- 
ment of what had taken place. If the 
government had asked for a ruling on 
this the court would consider whether 
that might not be considered part of 
the res gestae. But that has not been 
asked.” 


The day’s evidence seemed to dwell 
upon the dying moments of Grogan and 
Eastman’s mental and physical condi- 
tion at the same time. The chief rea- 
son was that the witnesses were those 
who upon hearing the pistol reports and 
cries ran into the Clark garden. 

Under cross-examination, Miss Mill- 
ner testified that when Grogan said, 
“There is the man that shot me,” she 
was looking directly into his face. He 
looked very pale and so did Eastman 
when she talked with him at that time. 
Witness, asked as to the general appear- 
ance of Eastman, explained that he had 
spoken the words, ‘“O, tell me he isn’t 
hurt badly,” in a pleading and anxious 
way, and that when he was bending 
over Grogan on the greund his breath- 
ing was difficult and labored. 

Another witness, who had heard the 
exclamation, “Ol, don't,” in a woman's 
voice, appeared in the person of Louis 
Cc. Thayer, who sald he was attracted 
to the Clark estate by firing and cries 
Witness went In and saw 
Grogan lying on Uie ground, and East- 
man standing, seemingly in thought. 
Witness noticed the hole in Eastinan’s 
trousers, and asked him how he had re- 
ceived it. Eastman responded by say- 
ing: “It’s a terrible thing.” 

Thayer said the exclamation, “Oh, 
don’t,” came to him just before he met

Sweet and Sour Cherries. 

If there is any fruit that the markets 
are never oversupplied with in the 
summer, it is the cherry, either sweet 
or sour. The reason for this is that it 
takes a long time to raise a bearing 
orchard of trees, and between the time 
of starting the trees until they begin to 
bear there are many enemies to con- 
tend against, and when the fruit ts 
ripening the birds are bound to get 
more than their share. Consequently 
cherries are not as profitable as they 
should be. The market demand {s al- 
ways good, the prices rarely drop 
low, but yet the farmers do not make 
very much. In California they do 
make considerable from their cherry 
orchards, but elsewhere the crop seem¢ 
a neglected one. 

Cemetery Planting. 

I notice in the Greenwood cemetery, 
in Brooklyn, that many of the graves 
are covered with English ivy. I would 
say there is nothing better than this 
beautiful plant for the purpose, but it 
would not be hardy in some sections. It 
would suffer during the bitter snows 
of March while it was severely frozen. 
There are quite a few graves lately 
covered with Vinca minor, the common 
periwinkle. In situations where the 
graves are beneath the shade of trees 
and grass is difficult to grow the Vinca 
eomes in excellent.

To Keep Butter Sweet. 

One can keép butter sweet a long 
time, even in a hot room where it is 
half melted, by keeping it covered with 
brine made by putting into boiling wa- 
ter all the salt it will take up. Then 
let it cool and pour over the butter. 
Meat may be preserved in the same 
way. To be sure, it will become rather 
salt, but when you wish to use it take 
it out of the brine the night before and 
lay it across two spoons or sticks to lift 
it from the bottom of the dish in which 
you wish t. soak it and then cover it 
with fresh water. The salt will then 
settle out of the meat, and it will fresh- 
en nicely. You throw meat or fish into 
the bottom of a vessel and cover it 
with water, and it will freshen very lit- 
tle, for the salt does not fall out, but 
only to the lower side.

CHINESE LOST HEAVILY 


In a Stubborn Battle With 
German Troops 


WERE FOUR ENGAGEMENTS 


Enemy Dispersed and Afterward 


Overtaken In a Fresh Position and 
Driven Over the Great Wall—French 


Troops to Occupy Ku-Kuan 


Berlin, April 29.—The German wat 
office has received the foliowing advice 
from Count Von Waldersee, under date 
of Pekin, April 27: 

“Three engagements occurred April 
23, and a fourth April 24, at the great 
wall, between four columns under Gen- 
eral Kettler and the Chinese troops un 
der General Liu. The Chinese were 
everywhere defeated, and after a stnb- 
born resistance were forced back over 
the wall, being pursued as far as Ku- 
Kuan. Our casualties were four offi- 
cers wounded, and three men killed and 
32 wounded. The French troops were 
hot engaged.” 

Subsequently the following additional 
dispatch regarding the four engage 
ments was received from Count Vou 
Waldersee: 

“Pekin, April 28.—The following re- 
ports only received last night, owing 
to the difliculty of communication: 

“General Kettler’'s brigade, 
forced, marched in four columns against 
the great wall, Colonel Ledebur’s being 
the right wing, then those commanded 
by Colonel Hoffmeister, Colonel Wall- 
meich and Major Huehlenfels.  Led- 
ebur reached the wall April 24, after 
a slight engagement near Hai-Shan- 
Kwan. 

“Hoffmeister drove back the enemy 
April 23 On the same day Huehlen- 
fels encountered a strong party of the

enemy occupying a bastion on the 
heights commanding the pass. The 


enemy fought stubbornly, in a particu 
larly strong position, which was only 
taken after 11 hours’ fighting. 

“Huehlenfels and Lieutenant Richert 
were slightly wounded, and Lieutenant 
Drewelle was severely wounded. A 
standard-bearer and another were 
killed, and six men severely and 10 
slightly wounded. 

“Wallmerich attacked and dispersed 
a far superior force of the enemy on 
April 23 in a strong position east of the 
breach of Hae-Ho, and effected a june- 
lion on the battledeld with the baital- 
ion under Major Muelmann, from 
Tsing-Ching; then, taking up the pur. 
suit, overtook the enemy in a fresh po- 
sition to the south. This was captured 
and the eneiny were pursued as far as 
Ku-Kuaun. Wallmerich followed them 
thither, 

“The enemy suffered severely. 
Eleven old and two new quick-firers 
Were captured. On our side one manu 
was killed and three were severely 
wounded, and nine slightly. Lieuten- 
ant Duesterberg was shot through the 
right arm. 

“The egemy are everywhere in re- 
treat. General Von Lessel has ar- 
ranged with General Bailloud that the 
French troops shall occupy Ku-Kuan 
for the present, and secure his left 
flank. 

“Kettler’s brigade is marching by 
short stages to Pao-Ting-F’u, and Huehl- 
enfels’ battalion along the mountains to 
Pekin.” eel Vn)

Atlanta, April 29.—Governor Candle 
yesterday made a public statement re 
garding his reported utterances at 
Savannal on the negro question, which 
were sent to many northern papers. 
The governor says that his remarks as 
published first in the Savannah paper 
are substantially correct. “However,” 
said the governor, “the statement that 
I said that ‘the people of the south did 
not need, did net want and would not 
have the assistauce of the damned Yan- 
kees in this matter,’ as published in 
some papers, is absolutely false.’

Chicago, April 29.—While trying to 
escape arrest for snatching a woman's 
purse, Richard Donahue, a notorious 
pickpocket, was shot and instantly 
killed last night by Policeman Gardiner. 
Donahue was uccompanied by three 
companions, but the latter managed to 
escape.

the Fingers of American Troops 

Manila, April 29.—Captain Wilson 
Chase, with a detachment of the Twen- 
ty-first infantry, on April 26, surprised 
the camp of the insurgent general, Cail- 
les, at Dugot-Dugot. Cailles was at 
his camp at the time of the American 
attack, but managed to escape. Cap 
tain Chase's force captured his adjutam 
general, five others of his staff officers 
14 men, 20 rifles, a large amount of am- 
munition and stores and all the papers 
and personal effects of the Filipino lead- 
er. The insurgent major, Velo, was 
killed during the engagement, as were 
Corporal MeGill and Private ‘Tipps, 
Americans. Several of the American 
troops continue vigoronsly to pursue 
General Cailles. 

General Cailles recently offered a re- 
ward of $10,000 for the head of Captain 
Edward N. Jones, Jr. 

For more than a year past Cailles has 
commanded the insurgent forces operat- 
ing to the east of Bay lake, not far from 
Manila. He is said to be a French 
half-caste. He has a reputation for 
vindictiveness and cruelty, and is one 
of the Filipino leaders still in the field 
who have clearly ignored the obsery- 
ances of honorable warfare. 

The Society of Mando-Ducats, whose 
practice it is to assassipate and burn 
alive those of their countrymen who 
accepted American sovereignty when- 
ever the latter fell into their hands, 
operate with the coguizance, if not the 
support, of General Cailles. If Cailles 
were captured it is doubtful if he could 
claim immunity for past actions under 
the terms of the amnesty. In Jan- 
uary of this year Cailles offered a re- 
ward of $10 apiece for the heads of all 
Americans brouglt to him. 


Phe Prince Was Searched 

New York, April 20.—The Times says: 
As Prince Henri de Croy of Belgium, 
who arrived in Hoboken on the Pots- 
dam yesterday, was preparing to leave 
the pier, he was accosted by a customs 
inspector and informed that an exam- 
ination of his person would be neces- 
sary. <As a result of that examination 
the inspector found a magnificent em- 
erald and diamond bracelet, a gentle- 
man’s ring, two Angora shawls aud 
three snuff boxes. The prince was not 
detained, and is supposed to have gone 
to Washinston. Three trunks and two 
valices made up the prince’s luggage. 
and as these had been examined and 
passed by an inspector, the prince 
thought the ordeal was at an end, and 
was taking his departure ,when another 
inspector detained him and escorted him 
to the doctor's cabin on board the Pots 
dam, where he was searched,

Lieutenant Townley of the navy, at 
present superintendent of the Manila 
nautical school, testitied that as the 
result of « coufvrence with Captain 
teed he went to see Castle Bros., con- 
tractors, who supply the commissary 
depariment with vegetables, ete., and 
wanted them ito cive Captain Reed 
$2000 and 10 percent commission on all 
sales. Castle ros. demurred to this 
proposition. Lieutenant Townley again 
went to Castle Bros. and this time only 
asked them for $2000. Castle Bros. 
were reluctant to hand over this sum, 
and Lieutenant Townley explained that 
Captain Reed was in a position to ad- 
vance the interest of the firm, and that 
it would be advantageous to Castle 
sros. to oblige him. 

Lieutenant ‘lownley testified that he 
further explained to Castle Bros. that 
Captain Reed might allow them the use 
of government lighters and possibly be 
less rigid in the inspection of goods pur- 
chased. Lieutenant Townley said that 
he thought Capiain Reed was doing a 
noble thing in attempting to protect the 
character of a brother officer. He also 
said that such transactions were not 
customary ip the navy. When cross- 
questioned, Lieutenant Townley said, 
rather sheepishly, that he was not go 
sure he was doing right in taking the 
witness chair.

A RECORD BREAKER 


Nearly Three Million Shares Changed 
Hands on New York Exchange 

New York, April 30.—Transactions 
on the New York stock exchange yes- 
terday were by far the largest in the 
history of that institution, the total be- 
ing estimated at 2,760,000 shares. 
‘Transactions were so large and the 
market was so active that it was impos- 
sible for the reporters to secure a record 
of all the sales, and it is probable that 
even the large total mentioned may be 


30,000 shares short of the mark. The 
largest transactions were in United 


States Steel, 432,600 shares of which 
changed hands at from 491¢@52, clos- 
ing at 51 3-4. About 172,500 shares of 
United States Steel preferred were sold 
at prices ranging from 97% to 99. The 
activity in Union Pacific throughout the 
day was very great, the total sales in 
that stock being 392,500 shares, at 
prices ranging from, 109% to120. The 
stock closed at 11S 3-4, an advance of 
11 points, compared with last Friday's 


close. 

The dealing in bonds also was tre- 
mendous, the most active being the 
Union Favcitic convertible 4s, large 
blocks of which changed hands at prices 
constantly udvancing. The first sale 
of the day in these bonds was a block 
of $35,000 at 11515, and the last sale of 
the day was one of $115,000 at 117 7-8. 
The high price for these bonds was
